Applicants hereby elect the subject matter of Group Vm (Claims 48 and 49) for 
prosecution in this application. New claim 69 is believed to read on Group VTH This election is 
made with traverse 

It is respectfully submitted that Group VII (Claims 45-47) should be included with Group 
Vin. Each of Group VII and VIE is drawn to a process for producing an optically active 
aziridine-2-carboxylic acid derivative using an optically active 3-haloalamine derivative 
represented by formula (1), as characterized by the Examiner. A thorough search and 
examination of either group would necessarily include the search and examination of the other 
group. As such, it is believed that the Examiner can examine the claims of Groups VII and VIII 
without serious burden. See MPEP §803. It is respectfully submitted that the policy set forth in 
MPEP §803 be applied so as to avoid undue expense to applicants and duplicative examination 
by the Office.
